At 1944 hours on this date I was dispatched to the corner of Hopkins and 
Spring to the green house on the corner on a report of a burglary. Upon my 
arrival at that location I contacted the victim and witness #1]. Witness #l 
explained to me that the victim had come home at,approx. SPM and had found 
the two above described suspects in her house in the upstairs portion.  Wit- 
ness #1 stated that the suspects then proceeded to threaten the victim with 
a half of a pair of sissors and a broken a@rinking glass with the object of 
gaining money. The witness stated that the victim did finally give them two 
hundred dollars in cash. 


I interviewed the victim who was quite shaken up and she essentially confirm- 
ed the story given to me by witness #1. The victim also stated that she had 
been raped. The victim stated that she had taken a shower after the rape. 

At that time I did secure the crime scene with the help of Deputy Bruce Gordo: 
of the Pitkin County Sheriff's Office and transported the victim to AVH and- 
notified the Detective Division, specifically Detective Sgt. Garms, of the 
Situation. Detective Sgt. Garms then responded to AVH and assisted in the 
investigation. ; 


Detective Chandler also responded to the Hospital and interviewed the victim 
in grated depth. Detective Sgt. Garms, Detective Rodgers and this Officer 
went back to the residence with the view to investigate the crime scene. At 
residence Detective Rodgers and I made a neighborhood door to door survey fOr 
the persons who had seen any suspicious vehicles or persons in the area with 
negative results. I then assisted Detective Sgt. Garms and Detective Rodgers 
in gathering physical evidence at the scene and left the scene at approx. 224: 
hours. 


During the time that I was providing security at the crime scene before. the 
arrival of Detective personnel I did contact witness .22.,3;4 ;5;, %6s wad 

live in the area. They stated that they had not seen anything suspicious 
during the day. Witness #6. Patrice Becker, stated that yesterday there had 
been an electrical worker in the house who slightly fitted the description of 
the first suspect.

On 18 Oct 74, I was contacted at my home by the dispatcher at APD 
and was advised that there was a rape victim at Aspen Valley Hospital. 
At this time I responded to AVH. 


Upon arrival at AVH I made contact with 22 year old Jeffrey Michael 
DAVIS (spelling of last name on original report is Lncorrect.}) His 
place of birth is Littleton, New Hampshire and he was employed by 
V and S Construction. At this time I briefly interviewed this 
subject and he advised me that he had arrived at his home, which is 
the place of incident, at approximately 7:00 p.m. and saw a 
pocketbook belonging to his girlfriend, the Victim, torn apart on 
the table. At this time he advised that he went upstairs, anc upon 
arrival at their mutual bedroom, he was the victim lying face down 
on the floor next to and to the left of the bed, as he entered the 
door. He also noted at that time that there was broken glass all 
around her. He stated that he approached her and tried to help her 
get up at which time the victim immediately became hysterical. He 
advised that the victim at that time was wearing a blue denim shirt 
with the full length of the front torn out and underpants which were 
torn in. the Grotch.. He noted that the victam's Levi's were-on. the 
foot of the bed and that they weren’t torn. 


When I asked the witness if the the room had been ransacked he advised 
that it had and when I asxed the witness what articles in the room he 

had touched (in reference to fincerprints). The witness advised that 

he had touched the lamp to turn it.on and that was all. .He further 

stated at that time that he gave the victim a Grink of orange juice 

from the refricerator after he had helped her downstairs. He advised 

that at that time they talked about it approximately.10 minutes an¢d 

that the victim Gic not want to-cabkl the Police, but that at approximately 
1944 hours the witness called the Police anyway. |

At this time this description was aired to the other vehicles on 
the street, along with the Colorado State Patrol and Glenwood Springs, 
Basalt, and Carbondale Police Departments. 


At this time Detective Chandler was assigned to stay at the hospital 
in order to more fully interview the victim, while Detective Rodgers 
and I proceeded to the scene of the crime which had previously been 
secured by Officer Roberts. Upon arrival there Officer Roberts ex- 
plained the basics of the situation that the victim had come home, 
startled two of the above described suspects rifling her room. At 
that time they overpowered her, threatened her with a pair of scissors, 
and a broken glass, assaulted her physically and at this point it 
was questionable whether they had assaulted her sexually. 

At this time the following evidence was seized from the house and 
the crime scene: 1) a blue shirt, torn down the front belonging to 
the victim and being worn by the victim at the time of the attack, 
2) woman's underpants, torn in the crotch, also worn by the victim 
at the time of the attack, 3) a green plastic box .being held for 
prints, 4) a cardboard box..(beéing held for prints), 5) property 

from the vietim's purse: 1.employee’s I.D. -card, CO.operators 
‘lascense, a small quantity of suspected illegal narcotics (whites), 
6) Levi's worn by the victim at the tame of the attack, # 7) a card- 
board box (held for prints), 8) four bottles of vitamins (held ‘for 
prints), 9) 1 empty bottle of Brandy, Paul Masson, allegedly handled 
by the suspects to be held fer -prants, 10). one book, “The Joy of sex" 
(which had allegedly been handled by the suspects and is to be

Since the victim was unconcious when the suspects vacated her resedence, 
she -did not get any kind of a description .of an automobile, but did 
State that she felt that these people were not from arournd.Aspen. 

During a subsequent investigation, I received information from one

but that two girls who were also living there by the names of Pat 

and Susie, were friends of these two subjects. He further advised 
that these subjects drove a light colored pick-up with sideboards 

and CO plates. The two suspects may have moved out on or about. 

21 Oct 74. Further investigation revealed that one Robert CARY, 
owner of the Taylor Creek cabins in Basalt, .home phone ¢ 927-3511... 
had information. as to the identity of “Pat and’ Susie™. After Tfanally 
making contact with Mr. CARY, I found that Pat*s: name was Pat 
REYNOLDS, who had since moved to Missouri Heights, location unknown, 
and the other girl was only known as. "Space Shot Susie™ who now is 
reportedly living in a tepee somewhere, location unknown. 


Soon thereafter, I spent a day canvassing Missouri Heights in an 
attempt to make contact with one Pat REYNOLDS and finally located 

the house in which she was living, and ascertained from her room- 
mate that she had in fact lived in the Taylor Creek Cabins, and that 
she had moved out on the 20 Oct 74. Further, that she had rented the 
place through Paul Adam Realty, that she was described as follows.

Further, Susie was described as 5-4, 140 lbs., dirty blond hair, 
generally dirty in dress and was about 19 -20 years old. The above 
information was obtained on 6 Nov 74 when I went to Missouri Heights 
and the house in which she was located was the Lamont KINKADES house 

in Missouri Heights which he rents out to various transients. I 
further ascertained at that time that she worked at the Stagecoach Inn 
nights, and that she at that particular time was in Silverton and would 
be until the end of November sometime. 


At that point I contacted the bookkeeper at the Stagecoach Inn, Gwen 
ACKERMAN, who allegedly Knows Pat REYNOLDS and advised that Pat was 
no longer employed with the Stagecoach Inn, but that she was living 


with a friend by the name of Tom somewhere in Carbondale. 


During the next couple of weeks I ascertained that the person by the

The Grand County Sheriff's Office is attempting to identify 
the badly decomposed body of a WF which was found July 20, 1975 in a 
culvert on highway I-70 East of Cisco, Grand County, Utah. 


The victim had been shot twice in the top of the head with 
a .380 cal. automatic pistol. 


The body was taken to the Utah State Medical Examiner for 
Autopsy. The victim was described as being between 45 to LO years of age. 
With short light brown hair, with a small amount of gray in it. Approximately 
5ft. 3 in. to 5 ft. 5 in. tall. The only clothing she had on was a brassier, 
size 34-A. Sears Roebuck brand.

Another plastic garbage bag was pulled up: over her feet and taped. The 
body was placed on a blue plastic pad, aprox. 1" thick, 3' wide and 5" long.

Officers Johns and Smith responded to a possible 10-0 situation on the Sopris Creek road, 
June 17, 1975, at approx. 2300 hrs. When we arrived C.S.P.O0fficer Martfeid and another 
C.S.P. officer were on hand as a possible back-up units. They also explained the situation 
Complainant stated that he approached suspect’s house at approx. 2330 hrs. in reference 
to his girlfriend who was possibly in the house, Complainant approached the house with 
a slipper that his girlfriend had lost earlier in the evening when they had a fight. 
Complainant stated the Suspect met him at the door, Suspect told Complainant to leave and 
while Complainant was complying with this request Suspect shot three times at him with ae 
pistol, hitting him in the pants’ leg one time. Officer Johns and Smith requested U/S 
Quick come to our location for. supervision of the matter, Undersheriff Quick took over 
on his arrival, called Cpl. Addie, who was instructed to call Suspect's house and have 
Suspect come outside. When Smith and I first arrived Complainant stated Suspect to be 
either drunk or on dope or very deranged. With that information U/S Quick was asked to 
come and take over. We approached.the house and after a couple of minutes Suspect BOB
